results. 


Of several varieties and strains of 


potatoes for three or four years, the 
Irish Cobble rhas given the highest 
yield of marketable potatoes by a 
small margin. Of the Red .Triumph 
strains, seed from Nebraska have out- 
yielded those from Minnesota and arc 
preferred to Minnesota seed. In all 
cases certified seed have given a high- 
er yield than ordinary uncertified 
seed. The Junior 
Triumph (home, 


fall grown, seed planted in the spring) 
have give ^satisfactory total yields. 
However, they arc later and produce 
a higher percentage of small potatoes 
than northern grown red varieties. 
Experience on this station strongly in- 
dicates that farmers should plant large 
seed pieces ( 1 lo 2 ounce cuts) 12 lo 
15 inches apart, at the rate of 10 to 20 
bushels of seed per acre, depending on 
the cost of seed.

Several senators said that the bill 


docs not reach the scat of dissatisfac- 
tion which practically all members of 
the committee said exists, and some 
suggested, 'hat a better plan would be 
to change the method of election mem- 
bers of the county Board of Educa-, 
lion.' 


Senator Poole of Calhoun county 


said he made the race for the Senate 
with the county superintendent oppos- 
ing him, that he was nominated by a 
majority of COO and that the people of 
that county want an opportunity to 
vote the superintendent out of office.

of Cross county to inquire if all the 
senators composing the 
committee 


were "mad at their county superin- 
tendents."

LAWRENCE, Kan.-(U.R)-A rapid 


calculating machine, especially design- 
ed for computation of astronomical 
calculations, has been purchased by 
the University of Kansas. The device 
is one of 60 now in use.
